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Eisenhower Presents Six-Point Plan For Enduring Peace In Middle East 


President Makes Dramatic 
Appeal At Extraordinary 
Session Of U. N. Assembly 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) — President Eisenhower 


today set forth a sweeping-six-point plan for building endur- 
ing Middle East peace — including swift creation of an 
emergency U.N. police force and an international economic 
development program. 


In a dramatic personal appearance before a tense extra- 


ordinary meeting of the United Nations General Assembly, 
the President at the same time accused Russia — without 
naming the Soviet Union — of stirring up war hysteria with 
tactics of "ballistic blackmail." 


Eisenhower laid down his proposals for peace and economic 


stability in a major foreign policy speech carried coast-to- 
coast on television and radio, and beamed around the world 
by the government's Voice of America radio. 


He said his program would promote "a true Arab renais- 


sance." The alternative, he asserted, is: 


"The 
danger that nations under aggressive leadership will 


seek to exploit man's horror if war by confronting the na- 
tions, particularly small nations, with an apparent choice 
between supine surrender, or war." 


Again without naming Moscow, Eisenhower compared the 


Kremlin's conduct with someone who cries "fire" in a crowd- 
ed assembly. 


President's Six Points

casts to and from the Middle East 
nations. 


4. A U N. study of possible con- 


trols on arms shipments to Mid- 
dle East countries, including Is- 
rael, to avert an East-West mu- 
nitions race in the area.

6. Unspecified new U.N. moves 


to guarantee Lebanon's security 
and independence after American 
troops are with drawn. 


6. An expression of U JT. deter- 


mination w assure Jordan's sur- 
vival as a nation, presumably by 
replacing British troops now there

Indirect Aggression 


Calling world attention to the 


sense situation in that tiny king- 
dom, 
Eisenhower warned that "in- 


direct aggression discernible in 
Jordan may lead to conflicts en- 
dangering the peace " He did not 
fix blame for this, but said con- 
sequences of a far-reaching na- 
ture could result. 


Eisenhower proposed fast gen- 


eral assembly action on the parts 
of his program dealing with the 
peace force, Lebanon. Jordan and 
the curbing of subversive propa- 
ganda. The regional economic de- 
velopment plan and arms control 
he left for handling through other 
TT.N'. machinery.

Eisenhower Presents Six-Point Plan For Enduring Peace In Middle East 


President Makes Dramatic 
Appeal At Extraordinary 
Session Of U. N. Assembly 


UN ITED NATIONS, N. Y. (A P ) — President Eisenhower 
today set forth a sweeping six-point plan for building endur­ 
ing Middle East peace — including swift creation of an 
emergency U.N. police force and an international economic 
development program. 
In a dramatic personal appearance before a tense e x tra ­ 
ordinary meeting of the United Nations General Assembly, 
the President at the same time accused Russia — without 
naming the Soviet Union — of stirring up war hysteria with 
tactics of “ballistic blackmail.** 
Eisenhower laid down his proposals for peace and economic 
stability in a major foreign policy speech carried coast-to- 
coast on television and radio, and beamed around the world 
by the government’s Voice of America radio. 
He said his program would promote “a true Arab renais­ 
sance.” The alternative, he asserted, is: 
“The danger that nations under aggressive leadership will 
seek to exploit man’s horror if war by confronting the na­ 
tions, particularly small nations, with an apparent choice 
between supine surrender, or war.” 
Again without naming Moscow, Eisenhower compared the 
Kremlin’s conduct with someone who tries “ fire” in a crowd­ 
ed assembly.

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Widow Of First Director Tells How Nawakwa Was Founded 30 Years Ago 


GROUP IS TAKEN 


TO WOODED AREA

In the late summer of 1927 after 


a meeting of the Adams County 
Conference of the West Pennsyl- 
vania Synod of the United Lutheran 
Church a group of men and women 
of the Conference interested in pro- 
moting religious education were con- 
ducted b.. motorcade to a wooded 
tract of what is known locally as the 
First Range of the South Moun- 
tains. 


It wa: a beautiful spot on the 


tower hillside, well-watered by nu- 
merous springs, with a stately growth 
of lovely pines and deciduous trees, 
not only fair to look upon then, 
but fair with. the possibilities of 
slevelopment. The grounds near the 
springs had been a favorite place 
for picnic outings. 


Ladies of the Arendtsville Lu- 


theran C. urch. at the behest of 
M. E. Knouse. served refreshments 
to the party after which the late 
Dr. JL, Hadwin Fischer conducted 
the group around the grounds of the 
propesed Lutheran Training Camp 
of Religious Education later known 
as Nawakwa. Not a tree had been 
felled nor any clearing done,'not a 
spade full of earth dug, but"* Dr. 
Fischer i;. his enthusiasm led the 
party on as he pointed out the ad- 
vantages of the place. 


Man Of Vision 


"Can't you see a big row of 


camper-cabins here on the left," 
be exulted, "and a large assembly 
hall with classrooms here in the 
center?" 


"I'm sure you can visualize a 


row of faculty cabins here to the 
right," riL continued, "and a large 
mess hall down there and a pool 
over yonder, and . . ." well, words 
could not seem to keep pace with his 
vision! 


Soberly. Dr. Fischer's young son 


in recalling the trip remarked, "We 
all looked, but Daddy was the only 
one who saw!' 


But the crowd was impressed and 


the leader's faith was contagious.

To meet the need Dr. Fischer 


pioneered in religious education in 
his synod, then Susquehanna (now 
a confererce)

established a weekday school of 
religious education in Wiiiiamsport. 
Pa., in which more than 30 churches 
representing 
nine 
denominations 


participated. The curriculum and 
requirements measured up to the 
standards set by the International 
Council of Religious Education and 
the school was rated as one of the 
six best in its field in the USA. 
It's founder also established one of 
the first weekday Bible schools of 
his synod in his own church.

Leadership Training Camp was 
unanimous.

of the camp and its equipment! 
Where were they to come from? 
None were on hand. 


We have stated that this was a 


venture in Faith and never was 
faith more truly rewarded. At one 
of the dinner meetings of the Get- 
tysburg Rotary Club, of which Dr. 
Fischer was a member, a young 
bond salesman arose and made an 
eloquent and impassioned plea. He 
had heard that there was a possi- 
bility of the proposed Lutheran 
Traiing Camp being located in the 
county and he declared that Adams 
County had no business to allow the 
camp to be located elsewhere. He 
suggested the appointment of a 
committee of citizens, members of 
the club, to raise the funds rieces- 
sary to purchase the desired tract, 
about one hundred acres including 
two acres on the very top of the 
ridge which were desired for the 
"far 
vision" and on which was lo- 


cated the Upper Temple so beloved 
by all Nawakwans. 


Another incident is recalled. The 


two acres referred to contained a 
big pile of stones which were de- 
sired neither by the owner nor the 
new purchaser. In the juggling lor 
the space which followed, the pile 
of stones appeared every time. Dr. 
Fischer finally said, "Well, well take 
the stones. There will be some place 
in which we can use them." They 
became the concentric rows of seats 
and the stone lectern of our Upper 
Temple. 


Raise 55,000 


The President of the Rotary dub 


appointed the committee recom- 
mended. The funds, about $5,000, 
were speedily raised with contri- 
butions coming from many members 
of many denominations and/from 
all walks of life. It was turned over 
to and most gratefully received by 
the Director on behalf of the Board 
of the Lutheran Leadership Train- 
ing Camp for Religious Education. 
In return for the generosity of Get- 
tysburg and Adams County citizens 
the.Camp Board voted-to receive 
camper-students of any church af- 
filiation in the county into any erf 
the age-group camps to which they 
might belong.

Several inches of snow had fallen 


during the night and wiped out all 
traces of roads and trails. We'Ml 
out for the South Mountains, never- 
theless, and had our first glimpse 
of Camp Nawakwa in the beauty 
of winter. Another visit tn the 
•pring revealed more clearly the 
layout of the camp. The swimming 
pool was still very much in the 
rough, merely a nondescript hole in 
the mud. Dr. M. Hadwin Fischer 
staked out the comers and leveled 
•the lines so that the workmen could 
begin construction immediately. It 
was hard to imagine, though, that 
by June that mountain of mud 
would heroine a magnificent, mod- 
ern swimming pool, 


Two weeks before the opening 


date we moved in; four of us, three 
seminarians and an instructor from 
the former Gettysburg Academy. 
Officially we were K.P.'s, but that 
was a slight misnomer. After mak- 
ing up our bunks in the KP. cabin, 
we got into our dungarees and 
went to work, digging ditches, rak- 
ing stones, felling trees, opening 
shutters, placing screens, and in 
general eating ravenously of the 
home-cooked meals at the farm- 
house near the camp. For the first 
time in our lives we tasted fried 
peaches, stuffed with brown sugar 
and fried in butter.

Campers Crow Physically, 
Socially And Spiritually

The four-fold life which Nawak- 


wa esteems requires that the in- 
dividual grow physically and so- 
cially as well as In the spiritual 
and mental realms. As Jesus in- 
creased in wisdom and stature and 
in favor with God and man (Luke 
2:50), so we too believe the youth 
of today should also increase in 
their physical and social prowess 
as well as' grow spiritually and 
mentally. 


Our swimming and athletic pro- 


gram is designed to provide this 
growth; we desire more than just 
wholesome recreation. The pro- 
gram Is divided into three parts; 
the swimming program, the ath- 
letic program, and the nights do- 
iugs program. 


At the pool swimming instruc- 


tion is offered under the authoriza- 
tion of the American Red Cross. 
Classes from the novice level to 
that of the advanced swimmer 
are offered to all. Life saving is 
offered to the senior campers. In 
junior and intermediate 
camps 


swimming Is a required course for 
all campers; in the senior camp it 
is optional. 


Free Swim Per Day 


In each camp there is at least 


one free swim per day. At these 
time* boys and girls are limited 
only by their own ability and a 
few simple safety rules. Frequent- 
ly night swims are held under the 
lights In warm weather. 


The pool is the scene of the 


greatest excitement in senior camps 
for such -events as the swimming 
meet and water challenge night. 
The swimming meet follows the 
form of scholastic meets with sev- 
eral novelty and novice events 
thrown in so that the less skilled 
may also take part. Competition, 
as in all other camp activities, 
is between tribes. 


Water challenge night is an eve- 


ning of water games, some of which 
were not intended as water games 
originally. "Volleyball" and "snatch 
the bacon" require a peculiar type of 
skill •when played in the water, and 
provide a high degree of amuse- 
ment for players and spectators 
alike.

pool with one's nose while swim- 
ming is another event that offers 
a lot of excitement and many 
laughs. Some more conventional 
games, like water polo, are also 
played. 


The tank itself is 110 feet long 


by 48 feet wide. The longer sides 
and the shallow end are of the 
sloping type. The water at the 
shallow end is about three feet 


1 deep and at the deep end it is 


about nine feet. 


Two diving boards are located 


at the deep end. Water tor the 
pool is supplied by the camp's fine 
water supply and is constantly 
cleaned by a modern filtering plant. 


The athletic program includes 


most of the team sports common 
to this area. The list would In- 
clude: softball, football, basketball, 
volleyball, kickball, socker, and 
deck tennis. 


Variety Of Sports 


A large variety of individual 


sports are also played. The list 
here would include: tennis, shuf- 
fel board, badminton and archery, 
Competition, as in the swimming, 
is on a tribial basis. 


On the last weekday of camp, 


special games are usually held, for 
example: faculty vs campers, or 
counsellors vs. campers, in one of 
several sports. Sundays no games 
are scheduled, however the equip- 
ment is available for individual 
use. 


As in the swimming program, 


fun and instruction again go hand 
in hand. In senior camps a popu- 
lar elective course is "Recreatio- 
al Leadership" which is designed 
to teach methods of leading a 
recreational program. During "club 
period" instruction is offered in 
individual games depending on de- 
mand. No class instruction in team 
sports is provided, however every 
boy and girl is expected to take 
part in such sports and individual 
help is available if requested. 


A special event of senior camps 


is the track meet. Like the swim- 
ming meet, the track meet follows 
the scholastic type meet with • 
few additions for the less skilled. 


Large Flaying Fields 


The area for games in the sen- 


ior-intermediate camp site includes 
thiee large f'elds suitable for soft- 
ball, socker, kickball, football, and 
other games of this type, three 
tennis courts, one volleyball court, 
one baskerball court, six badmin- 
ton or deck tennis courts, and 
an archery range. In the junior 
camp there Is space for softball 
or other games requiring a similar 
area, badminton, Tolleybali, »nd 
basketball.

Yearbook Grows 


Similarly, the second issue, also 


edited by Miss Hoover, contained

season. The cover changed to a 
sketch depicting the phases of four- 
fold living, and the size almost 
doubled to include forty-eight pages. 
This yearbook was "dedicated to all 
those who during fifteen years have 
by their spirit and example made

Miss Konhaus edited the eighth 


annual yearbook which was dedi- 
cated to "three leaders who have 
served Nawakwa faithfully and well 
for 20 years."

issue was the first to be published j 
by the Board of Directors of the 
camp.

The tenth annual edition of the

Preparing food for the host of 


campers who come to Nawakwa 
each summer is no mean task. Wil- 
liam C. Howser is the "executive" 
chef at the camp. A man with 30 
years of experience in cooking, he 
has worked 13 years at Camp Na- 
wakwa and the Gettysburg Lutheran 
Theological Seminary where he it 
employed in the winter. 


Charles R. McKenrick, an as- 


sistant to Mr. Howser, has worked 
at the camp for four years. During 
the winter he is the chef for the 
Gettysburg College SAE fraternity 
where he has been for 10 years. He 
was also toe chef for the Gettys- 
burg Moose before going to the SAE 
fraternity. 


Another assistant to Mr. Howser 


is Miss Beulah Smith who is in 
charge of mealtime in the Junior 
camp. She also has had much ex- 
perience as a chef, having worked 
in that capacity for five years at 
the Gettysburg Lutheran Seminary, 
eleven years with Knouse Foods, 
Peach Glen, and presently works 
during the winter months in the 
Gettysburg College snack bar. She 
has been at Nawakwd, for three 
years. 


Three Camp Chefs 


All of the food is prepared in the 


intermediate-senior camp by the 
three chefs. At meal time Miss 
Smith transports the food to the 
junior camp on the hill. 


To give some idea of the amount 


of food consumed at Camp Na- 
wakwa, here are a few figures: 


For each breakfast: Four boxes 


of bananas ^about 480) or other 
fruit, or 30 gallons of orange juice; 
30 gallons of cocoa, 30 gallons of 
milk, three gallons of coffee, three 
gallons of apple butter, 60 loaves of 
bread, eight pounds of butter, 20 
gallons of oatmeal, and many boxes 
of dry cereal. 


For one noon meal' 60 loaves of 


bread, 12 pounds of butter, three 
bushels of cole slaw (including 2S 
gallons of mayonnaise), 60 pounds 
of sliced luncheon meat. 25 gallons 
of green string beans, 24 10-pound 
cans of peaches, 18 gallons of pud- 
ding. 


For one evening meal: 150 pounds 


of roast meat (veal, ham or beef), 
350 pounds of potatoes (mashed). 
25 gallons of applesauce. 60 loaves 
of bread, eight pounds of butter. 35 
gallons of ice cream and 36 pounds 
of cookies. 


A few miscellaneous items from 


other meals are (per meal): 60 gal- 
lons of soup, 30 pounds of potato 
chips. 60 pounds of cheese, 15 pounds 
of peanut butter, 40 angel food 
cakes, 80 pies, 750-900 rolls, 500 
cinnamon buns, 55 gallons of chicken 
a la king. 40 gallons of punch. 180 
pounds of fried chicken, 900 ears 
of corn, 60 gallons of spaghetti. Ap- 
proximately 1,050 gallons of ice 
cream will be served this summer.
